Inquest Held 

An open verdict was returned in 
Dec. 15, 1969 on toe death of God- 
hart J. Syryca of Coleman on 
Highway 3 one mile west of Blair¬ 
more. 

The coroner’s inquest was held 
in toe Blairmore court house, Jan 
19 under direction of coroner F 
S. Radford. The jury included 
foreman Clay Gillis, Max Brown 
of Blairmore, P. Oliva and Les 
Owen of Coleman and Bob Black- 
lock and Luigi Dezorzi of Bellevue. 

The verdict stated “The jury 
feels that to pass a car doing be¬ 
tween 50-60 miles per hour a pas¬ 
sing car would be travelling in ex¬ 
cess of the speed limit. The jury 
feels that in the attempt to drop 
back and get into his own line of 
traffic, the efriver lost control of 
the car. Part of this may have 
been because there were four 
people in the front seat.” 

Mr. Syryca was a passenger in 
the front seat of a car driven by 
David Dorusak of Coleman. There 
was a total of seven persons in 
toe vehicle. 

Evidence given indicated that 
the Dorusak car proceeding east 
was following another car and was 
attempting to pass when he spot¬ 
ted another car coming and began 
to cut back into his own lane. The 
car went out of control and plung¬ 
ed off of the south side of toe high¬ 
way and rotted over several times. 

Passing cars and an ambulance 
took the seven injured teenagers 
to toe Crowsnest Pass Municipal 
hospital. 

Evidence given by Dr. Victor 
Martinez indicated that Syryca 
had sustained brain injuries and 
a severely crushed skull. 

Evidence was also given by 
Mrs. Gladys Burstow of Sparwood 
and Mrs. Lydia Panek of Calgary 
who were Mowing behind toe ac¬ 
cident car; Douglas Mussel and 
Join P. Mussel of Natal, B.C. who 
were in the car ahead of toe Doru¬ 
sak car; Otto Krugg of Coleman; 
Louis Serenzo a Btetrmore mech¬ 
anic, Karen Hill, Rebert Poulton, 
Michael Ondrus passengers in toe 
Dorusak car. 

Giving his evidence Dorusak 
said that he was Mowing toe 
Mussel car and decided to pass 
and while in the process of pass¬ 
ing saw a west bound car ap¬ 
proaching and be began to turn 
back into his lane. He said he be-

Certainly the Library is not 
lacking in good adult books, per¬ 
haps what is needed to encourage 
members is a special “adult only” 
shelf. It is also surprising that 
there was a drop in junior mem¬ 
bership and it is very discourag¬ 
ing to see only 21 high school 
members. Reading should be a ma¬ 
jor part of our education and par¬ 
ents and teachers should encour¬ 
age our children to do more read¬ 
ing but then again reading must 
compete with the world of tele- 
visioh. 

As members of our community 
we should cooperate with toe Li¬ 
brary board in their endeavor to 
make 1970 a success by helping to 
increase it§ membership. The 
board is doing its part by ensuring 
that there is always a good selec¬ 
tion of books on the shelves. A new 
shipment of books has Just arriv¬ 
ed and will be placed on toe 
shelves shortly. Let us all make 
every week Library Week
